I?ut here i.s honest Octolfer, 
tile same merry old 
gentleman, though I meet him in 
Asia, and 1 roinemher him, 
last year, at the baths of 
laieca, as unchanged as here. 
it has 
been a clear, 
bright, invigoratitig day, with a vitality in the air .'i.s 
fousing to thii spirits as a blast from the ‘‘horn of As- 
tolpho.” 
lea n remember just such 
a «lay ten year* 
ago. 
It is odd how a 
little sunshine 
will cling to 
the memory, when loves and hates, that in tlnnr time, 
convulsed the very soul, are so easily forgotten. 
W e heard yesterday that there was a 'riirkish village 
seven or eight miles in the mountains on the Asian .side, 
and, a.s a variety to the promenade on th« quarter deck, 
a ranihle was proposed to it. 
W e landed, this morning, on the bold shore of the 
Dardanelles, and, climbing up the face 
of a sand-hill, 
struck acro.ss a broad plain, through brush and hrit'r, for 
a mile. 
On the edge o f a ravine we found a pretty road , 
lialf hedged over with oak and hemlock, and a riioimf- i 
ed 
'I’urk, w'hom 
w e 
met soon 
after, 
with a gu n ! 
across his pnmtnel, and a goose looking from his sad- I 
d!e-b:i|5, directed us to follow it till we reached the j 
village.' 
I 
It was a beautiful path, flecked with fhe shade of! 
leaves of all fhe variety' ol eastern tree.s, and refreshed ; 
with a foufitain 
at every mile. 
About half way we 
stopped at a .spring welling from a rock, under a large 
fig-tree, from which the water poured, a.s clear as crys­ 
tal, into seven tanks, and one after the other rippling 
away from the last into a wild thicket, whence a stripe 
of brighter green marked 
its course down 
the moun­ 
tain. 
It was a spot w'orthy of Tempo. 
^Ve seated 
ourselves on the rim of the rocky basin, and, vviih a 
drink of bright water, and a half hour’s repose, re-com­ 
menced our ascent, blessing the nympth of the fount, 
like true pilgrims of the east. 
A few steps beyond we met a caravan o f the pasha's 
tithe-gatherers, with mules laden with grapes ; the tiir- ! 
baned 
and showily armed drivers, as they came winil- j 
ing down the dell, producing the picturesque eflect of a j 
tlieatrical liallet. 
They laid tlu ir hands on 
their! 
breasts, 
with grave courtesy, as they 
approached, 
and vve helpi^d 
ourselves to the ripe,’ blu.shiug clus­ 
ters^ as the panniers went hy, with Arcadian freedom. 
W e reached the summit of the ridge a little before 
noon, and turned our faces back for a moment to catch | 
the cool wind from the Hellespont. 
1'he Dardanelles! 
came witnhng out from the hills, ju.it above Abydo.s, 
and sweeping pa.st the upper castles o f Kurope and 
Asia, rushed down by Tenedos into the Archipelago. 
I’erhaps twenty miles of its course lay within our \iew . 
Its colors were borrowed from the divine sky above, 
and the rainbow is scarce more varied or hri»hter. The 
changing purple and blu« of the inid-streani, specked 
with while crests, the crysoprase green of the shallows, 
and the dyes o f the various depths along the shore, 
gave it the appearance of a vein of transparent marble 
inlaid through the valley. 
'J'he frigate looked like a 
child’s boat on its bosom. 
T o our left the tombs of 
-Ajax and Achilles were just distinguishable in the plains 
o f the Scamandor.-iind 'froy, (if Troy ever stood,) 
stood back from the sea, and the blue-vvreathe«! Isles of 
the .Archapeligo bounded the reach o f the eye. 
It was 
a view that might “ cure a month’s grief in a day.” 
W e descended now into a kind of cradle valley, yel­ 
low with rich vineyards. 
It 
was alive with people 
gathering in the grapes. 
The creaking wagons tilled 
the road, and shouts and laughter rang over the moun­ 
tain sides merrily. 
The s c e n e woultl have b e e n I ta lia n , 
hut for the turbans peering out every where from the 
leaves, and those diabolical-looking buffaloes in the 
wagons. 
'J'he village was a mile or two before u.s, and 
w e loitered on, entering here and there a vineyard, j 
where the only thing evidently grudged us was our peep j 
at the vroineu. 
'I'liey scattered like deer as we stejiped 
over the walls. 
Neiir the village w’e found a grave 'I’urk, of whom 
one o f the ollicers made some inquiries, which were a 
part of our errand to the mountains. 
It may spoil the 
senfanent of my description, but, in addition to the 
poetry of the ramble, we were to purchase beef for the 
iness. 
His bullocks were out at grass, (feeding in pas­ 
toral security, poor things !) and he invited us to his 
house, while he sent lii.s hoy to drive them in. 
I re- j 
cognized them, when they came, as two handsome ' 
steers, which had completed the beauty o f an open glade, 
in the centre o f a chimp of forest trees, on our route. 
'J'he pleasure they have afforded the eve will be re- j 
peated upon the palate— a double destiny not accorded I 
to all beautiful creatures. 
' 
Our host led us np a flight of rough stone steps to 
the second story of his house, where an old woman sat 
upon her heels, rolling out paste, and a voungcr one 
nursed a little 'I’urk at 
her bosom. 
'J'hey had, like 
every man, woman, or child I have seen in this comi- 
«uperb eyes and noses. 
No chisel could improve 
the meanest of them in these feature.s. 
Our friend’s 
wife seemed ashamed to be caught with her face un- 
C()vered, but she ofl’ered us cushions on tlie floor before 
she retired, ami her husband followed up her courle.sv 
with his pipe. 
W e went thence to the cafe, where a huhhling hoo­ 
kah, a ciij) of coffee, and a divan refreshed ns a little i 
from our fatigues. 
W hile the re.st of the party were' 
lingering over their pq>e.s, 1 took a turn through the vil­ 
lage m search of the hou.se of the aga. 
.After strollim--1 
np and down the crooked street.s fur half an hour, a i 
pnitty female figure, closely enveloped in her veil, and ^ 
showing, as she ran acro.ss the street, a dainty pair o f : 
feet in small yellow slippers, attracted me into the open 
court of the he.«t-looking house in the village, 
'fhe lady I 
had disapjieared, but a curi«jiis-lookuig carriage, linod ' 
with rich 'furk«!y carpeting and cushions, and coveiPil 
with red curtains, made to draw close in front, .slood in ! 
the centre of the court. 
I was going u[j to «‘xamine it, J 
when an old man, with a heard to his girdle, and an ' 
uncommonly rich turban, stepped from the house, and 
motioned mo angrily away. 
A large w«'T-dog, vvliu l 
lie ludd by the collar, ad«i«d emphasis to his eommaml, 
and 1 retreated directly. 
A giggle, and several female 
voices Irom the closely-Iattictid window, rather aggra­ 
vated the niortificution. 
I had intruded on the premises 
of the aga, a high otfence in 'rurk(‘y , when u woman is 
in the case. 
it was “ deep i’ tho afternoon,” when w e arrived at 
tlie beach, and made signal for a bout. 
W e were on 
board as the sky kindled with the warm colors o f an 
Asian sunset— a daily ollset to our weari.some detention 
which goes far to keep me in teiiqier. 
''ly fo;,r is that 
the coniiiiodore's patience is not ‘-.so good a eoniinuiT'’ 
as this “ vento mali-detto,” as tlie pilot « nils it, and in 
such a case I lose ('onstantinople mo.st provokingly. 
Walked to tlie 
U pper Castle A sia, some T^ight 
miles above our anchorage, 
'fhis is the main town on 


the Dardanelles, aiul contains forty or fiily thoiisaiul in- 
hahitanfs. 
Fesios anil .\hydo« are a mile or two fir- 
fher np tiu; strait. 
W e k«'pi along the hearh for an hour or tw o, passing 
occasionally a 'fork on liorsi'hack, till we vveie stiqqied 
by a small and sfinllow creek without a hridg«', just on 
the skirts of the town. 
.\ woman with on«* ey «• peeping 
from her veil, dre.ssed in a tunic of line blue ehtth, stood 
at tho head o f a large drove o f camels on the other side, 
and a beggar, with one «‘ye, smoked his [tipe on the 
sand at a little distance. 
'I’hc water was krie«i «leep, 
and we were hi'sitating on the brink when the beggar 
ort'«‘r« (1 to carry ns across on his back— a ta.sk he ne- 
coinplishod (there were si.x o f us) vvilhout taking his 
pipe from his month. 
I tried ill vain to get a peep at the caniel-driver's wife 
orduughter, hut she s«!eme«l jealou.s of showing even 
h«T eyebrow, aiul 1 followed on to the town, 
'fhe 
'furks live dilferently from every other peojtle, I believe. 
\ on walk through their town an«l see every indiviilual 
in it, e.Kcept perhaps the women of the pasha, 
'fheir I 
houses are square boxes, the front side of which lifls on ! 
a hinge in the «lay time, 
e.xposing the whole interior, j 
w'ith its occupants sqnaltfui in tin? corners . or on tl e 
broad platforms where their trades are followed, 
'fhey 
are scarce larger than boxes in the theatre, and the roof 
projects into tlie middle of the street, meeting that of 
the opposite neighbor, so that tho pavement between 
is always dark and cool 
'fhe three or frnir 'fnrkish 
towns 1 have seen, have tho appearance of cahins 
thrown up hastily after a fire. 
You would not suppose | 
they were intend«^«! to kist more than a month at the 
farthest. 
V\ e roved through 
the narrow streets an hour or 
more, admiring the 
fine bearded old 'furks, smoking 
cross-legged in the cafes, the slipper-uiakers with their 
gay morocco vvare.s in goodly rows around them, the 
wily jews with their high 
caps and caftans, (looking, | 
crouched among tlieir merchandise, like the “ venders of: 
old bottle.s and abominable lie.s,” as tl|«.'y arc drawn in j 
the plays o f (iueen Elizabeth's tim e,) the iiiuflh «l and j 
gliding spectresof the moslem wom eu, and the hfelier i 
footed (ireek gills in their velvet jackets and hraide«! | 
hair, and by this time we were kindly“ di?:posed to our ' 
dinners. 
On our way to the con.sul's,,where we were to dine, 
w e passed a mos«pi«*. 'fhe ininuiet (u tail peake«! tower, 
about of the shape and proportions of a pcncil-ease) 
commanded a view down 
the principal straiis ; and a 
st«Hit fellow, willi a sliarp clear voice, leaned over the 
balustrade at the top, crying out the invitation to prayer 
in a long drawling sing-song, that must have been audi­ 
ble on the other side o f the Helle.«j)firit. 
Open porches, 
supported by a paling extended all fmHind the clinich, 
and the fioors were filled with kneeling^’iirk8, wiih their 
pistols and atagh.ins 
lying besule them. 
I had nev«‘r 
seen so picturesque a congr«?gation. 
'fhe slippers were 
left in hundreds at the threshold, and the hare ami mus­ 
cular feet and legs, half concealeti by the full trowsers, 
supported as earnijst a troop of worshippers as ever bent 
forehead to the ground. 
1 left them rising from a flat 
prostration, and hurried afmrrnv companions to dinner. 
Our consul of the Dardanelles is an Armenian. 
H e 
is absent just uow, in search of u runaway female slave 
o f the sultan’s ; and bis wife, a gracious Italian, full of 
movement 
and hospitality, does tho honours of his 
house in his absence. 
H e is a physician as well as con­ 
sul anil ataV«-«‘utcher, «uj tl..» p ---—*- -c .> ti.nnd-orgaii, 
a French clock, and a bronze standish, rather prove liii»i 
to he a favourite with the “ brother of the sun.” 
j 
W e were smoking the hookah after dinner, when an 
intelligent looking man, o f fifty or so, came in to pay us 
a visit. 
He is at present an exile from Constantinople, 
by order o f the grand seignioi*, because a brother phy- 
siciiin, his friend, failed in an attempt to cure one of the 
favourites o f the imperial liurem ! 
'I'liis is w hat might 
be called “ sympathy upon compulsion.” 
It is unneces- 
scry, one would think, to make friendship more danger­ 
ous tlian common human treachery renders it already.
